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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tine application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed on 2/8/201 1 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicants argued that "Gehrmann and Saito do not disclose a second commu nication 
protocol being selected based on a negotiation between two communication devices by using a first communication protocol." (Page 1 0, 
2""^ para, of Amendment) Examiner does not agree with Applicants. Before Bluetooth communication can be established, the user device 
and service device are using WTLS to communicate and once the authentication is complete, then the two devices can use Bluetooth. 
Since Bluetooth communiction is not yet established between the two devices, the first communication protocol is still used. Applicants 
are suggested to further expand on the negotiation of the protocols between the first and second communication apparatus. 
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
